GAELIC PLAYS AT THE ABBEY 

: THEATRE. 
Last night’s performance by the Gaelic 
Players at the Abbey Theatre was attended 
With a good deal of curiosity; for the play of 
the evening was the first production of 4 
three-act tragedy, ‘‘ Dorchadas,’”’ by Mr. Liam 
O Flaherty. It proved to be exceedingly in: 
teresting. and it. was somewhat surprising tó 
ind a novelist proving himself so well skilled 
in stagecraft; for the play was wholly free 
from amateur weaknesses. 
The chief weakness in “‘ Darkness ’’—as the 
play is called—is that it inevitably reminds 
usof “ Birthright,”’ for it has a closely similar 
theme—jealousy between brothers, issuing ain 
tragedy. It was finely staged last night. ' 
characters, in the romantic Western fial 
folk’s attire familiarised by Synge’s pla 
were vivid and convincing, and their language 
had a native eloquence more satisfying than 
Synge’s unreal diction. The elder brother 
(M. O’Cathéin), dour and suspicious, the 
toiler of the family, seems to be preferred by

passions of a dumb soul. He pursues the 
younger brother with a skian; they enter the 
cottage; like the Greek chorus at the slaying 
of Agamemnon within the walls, the women 
raise the terrible Western keen. The murderer 
emerges—demented. 

This play 1s immeasurably better than any 
of the author’s novels, and quite the most 
ambitious thing done by the Gaelic Players. 
As the mother of the boys, Maire Ni 
Shíocháin made the mistake of beginning on 
too high a note, leaving herself no reserves ;

Sweden, 
with a population double the Free State's, 
had a debt of 964 millions. Holland, algo 
with a population double the Free State's, 
had a debt of 290 millions, while, Belgium, 
_an industria] country, had a national debt 
of 388 millions. Belgium had a population 
that was double our. own. New Zealand 
had a debt of 77 millions, with ‘a oem 
half of that of the Free State. e Free 
State had now, by the London Agreement, 
not a national debt of 221 millions, but a 
national debt of 125 millions. It was tp 
be remembered that none of these countres 
had.a population more than double the Free 
State's. 

When it came to raising loans on foreign 
exchanges these facts wete very much taken 
into . consideration;- so that, — practically 
speaking, the Free State was starting from 
seratch. Other countries had a greater 
handicap. 


THE ADVERSE BALANC-. 
This matter of the national debt was not 
much talked about, but there was a great 
deal of talk abont the-adverse trade balance. 


But every small, European country, and. alt 
small countries with the exception of New 
Zealand, had an adverse trade balance. The 


balance for the Free State 
{t would possibly be 18 
milions this year. But Belgium, a rich 
country, had an adverse trade balance of 
146 millions a year. A country with which 
he would like to make a contrast was Den- 
mark. Denmark was an agricultural] country, 
as was Ireland. Some of the speakers and 
some of the writers on the subject of the 
parlous state of affairs in Ireland would find 
much more material for the same stbyect 
matter in Denmark. The adverse trade 
balance for Denmark in 1923 was 19 millions, 
and for the Free State in 1924 it was 16 
millions—three millions better. In November, 
1925, the adverse trade -balance forsDenmark 
was £1,421,000, and for the Free State it 
was £925,000—a difference of practically half 
a million pounds—and the national debt of 
Denmark was nearly five times that of the 
Free State. In November unemployment in 
Denmark was 47,580. in December 69,094, 
and in January 85,000, while in the Free 
State it was much -less, and was - more “or 
less: stationary. . 

The Free State had its difficulties. So had 
other countries; but they were facing them 
and getting-them over. They were all ina 
war-searred world‘and licking their wounds, 
and the country that had the greatest will 
to get over them would conquer. ‘The people 
of the Free State were inclined to throw 
all their troubles on the Government. ‘lhere 
was no greater mistake.

TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


A certain amount of heat was engendered 
when the House came to discuss a vote of 
£18,000, in connection with the Export 
Credits Department of the Board of Trade. 
Complaint was made by a number of the 
ae members, that the department was 
consistently refusing to extend the benefit of 
the export credits scheme to transactions with 
Russia, and an appeal to Mr. H. M. Samuel 
to encourage trade with that country was 
strongly supported by Mr. W. Runciman. 
Speaking from the Liberal benches, he pointed 
out: that large Russian orders had been placed 
in this country through the ordinary joint 
stock banks, and that what was good enough 
for the banks ought to be good enongh for 
the Export Credits Department. He con- 
sidered it a fatal mistake to. allow prejudice 
to stand in the way of sound finance. — 
The fun began after Sir Philip Pilditch, a 
member of the Advisory Committee, had 
stated that proposals for trade with Russia 
were treated on the same lines as pro ls 
for trade with any other country, and Mr. 
H. M. Samuel frankly told the House that 
if he were ever asked to authorise the use of 
ublic money for the purpose of giving 
acilities to Russia he should decline to accede 
to-it. There were loud Opposition cries. of 
“Oh ” at this, and Mr. Gillett lost no time 
in moving the reduction of the vote by £100 
as a protest against the line taken by the 
Minister. Quite a number of members rose to 
add their protests, which led Mr. Samuel to

DISPUTE. 


DISQUIETING PROSPECT. 


"Ina leading article The Times observes :'— 
The possibility of a national lock-out in the 
engineering industry is to be the subject of 
an important trade union meeting to-day. It 
is a thoroughly disquieting prospect. 50 
damaging would be a stoppage of the indus- 
try that the action ÓW the employers can only 


still more serious. Apprenhension is further 
increased by the fact that, if the first diffi- 
culty is overcome and the. lock-out avoided, 
there is a second difficulty of a more obstinate 
nature immediately behind. 
, The reason for the threatened lock-out is an 
irregular strike by the employés of a par- 
ticular firm in London. The Lordon strike, 
comparatively small in extent as it is, does 
not derive its importance from the number of 
men involved, but from the circumstances im 
which it has occurred. It is more than one 
incident: it is a symptom of a too prevalent 
inclination to regard industrial agreements 
lightly, and to condone bad faith. It is a 
symptom which, if neglected, would have 
widespread consequences. For this reason the 
Engineering Employers’ Federation regards 
the strike with the utmost seriousness, and 
even though a stoppage of the industry would 
be a disaster of the first magnitude, the 
Federation is prepared, if need be, to enforce 
a lock-out, so that the binding force of agree- 
ments deliberately made may be upheld. 

The leaders of the unions must acknowledge 
in their. secret thoughts that the contention 
of the employers is right. If an agreement of 
the importance of the agreement for the 
avoidance of dispntes is not strictly observed, 
the law of the industry would disappear, and

At the request of Mr. MacWhite, the 
permanent representative of the Irish Free 
State in Geneva, the League Secretariat 
has registered, ir conformity with Article 
18 of the Covenant, the Agreement con- 
cluded on December 3rd, 1925, between 
Great Britain and the Irish Free State in 
regard to rectification of the Ulster 
frontier. 

When the Treaty of 1921 between Great 
Britain and the Irish Free State was 
registered by the League Secretary in 
1925 at the request of the Irish Free State, 
the British Government addressed a Note 
to the Secretary-General stating that, in 
its view, neither the Covenant nor any 
conventions concluded under the auspices 
of the League were jntended to govern 
relations inter se of various parts of the 
British Commonwealth, and that; there- 
fore, the terms of Article 18—by which 
every treaty or international engagement 
eatered into by any member of the League 
shall be iorthwith registered with the 
Secretariat—were not applicable to the 
Treaty of December 6, 1921. 

The Irish Free State Government stated, 
in reply, that Article 18 clearly imposed 
a definite obligation on every member of 
the League, and that it dissented from the 
view expressed by the British Govern- 
ment. 

So far the Brí ish Government has made 
no objection to the registration by the 
Irish Free State of the present agreement.

TREBITSCH LINCOLN’S SON. 


The British Home Secretary decided last 
night that the execution of Bombardier 
Nathaniel Lincoln must take place this morn- 
ii: at Shepton Mallet, Jail. The condemned 
man is a son of Trebitsch Lincoln; a former 
Liberal member of Parliament, who was con- 
victed of being a spy during the war, and was 
afterwards deported. - The authorities some 
weeks ago stated that the father would be 
i allowed to return to England and spend three 
days in the country, in order to see his son.

The remaining 122 
foreign concessioners have liquidated their 
projects, and of this number only nine 
concessioners worked out the full length of 
their contract with the Soviet. Govern- 
ment. |

In June, 1925, 
e:ectment proceedings were browght for non- 
payment of four years’ rent (£88), ‘and the 
decree was exceuted in August of the same 
year. The licence lapsed in 1922 owing to 
the fact that Mr. Forrestal was interned. For 
over 100 years the premises had been 
licensed. i 

Mr. Townsend, agent for Baron Templé- 
more, stated that the population of Arthurs- 
town, was 165, and that there were two 
licensed premises in it.

ENGINEERING WORKS. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW 
MATERIALS. , 


“Architectural Engineering’’ was the 
subject of a lantern lecture delivered by Mr. 
R. M. Butler at a meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, held at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. 

Amongst the remarkable achievements of 
the early engineers in the way of artistic 
design, Mr. Butler instanced Rennie’s work 
at Stonehouse Yard; his Waterloo Bridge 
contrasted with the modern Tower Bridge, 


London. With the coming of new materials 
—cast iron, wrought iron, steel and _ rein- 
forced concrete, new designs were intro- 
duced. In connection with these. the 


lecturer remarked that every material should 
be used according to its natural. form. It 
was not right to expect new materials to 
give the same results as older ones. such as 
stone. He thought there were great pos- 
sibilities in tracery work carried out re- 
inforced concrete. 

He condenined the overlaying or conceal- 
ment of engineering structure with archi- 
tectural forms or details, and dealt in some 
detail with the ugliness of some modern 
engineering works designed without regard 
to appearance. Beauty of form, he said 
must be achieved through form,: and not 
through applied ornament. i 

He thought that the possibilities ‘of co- 
operation between the architect and the 
engineer were strictly limited. Each calling 
must work out its own salvation. 

Mr. Byrne, in proposing a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer, said that it had been shown 
that the success of wonderful engineering 
works was due to the right use of simple 
materials,
